LONDON, Sept. 23.—A dispatch te Tlie 


Times from Tien-Tsin (fives an addi- 
tional account of the naval battle oft the 
Yaln. It says: 


Tha Chinese fleet arrived off tha Yaln 


and remained 10 miles outside the river 
while the transports unloaded. 
At 11 


o'clock on the morning of the 17th they 
sighted the smoke of tho Japanese fleet 
which was later seen to be approaching 
in two columns. 
The Chinese fleet 


•teamed out to meet them, proceeding 
hi two columns converging on the flag- 
ihip. 
The Japanese fleet consisted of 12 


vessels and the Chinese of 10. The Chi- 
nese admiral opened fire at 6,000 meters. 
The fee of both sides fell short natil 
the two squadrons were within the ef* 
fective range of 5,000 meters. The Chi- 
nese endeavored to come to close quar- 
ters, hut they were prevented from 
doing so by the superior speed of the 
Japanese ships, which, keeping for the 
most part two miles off, maneuvered 
admirably iind made splendid practice 
with their long range and qnick firing 
guns. 


The Chinese craiser Chili Yuen, Cap 


tain Tang Sliichansr, early in the .day 
closed with one of the enemy's ships at 
full speed, intending to ram her. 
Whether she rammed or torpedoed her, 
the Japanese ship turned over aud 
Btwk. Four Japanese vessels then closed 
around the Chin Yuen, which was 
ripped up by shots under the water line 
Hid sunk with all hands, including 
Jfurvis, her engineer. 


Meanwhile the battle raged furiously 


around the flagship Ting Yuen and her 
eonsort, the 
C hon Yuen. 
McKolls, 


gunnery officer of the Ting Yuen, was 
killed. " 
The Japanese ships were difficult to 


identify, but the Yoshhio received some 
damaging shots at close quarters, which 
enveloped her in smoke and made her 
invisible. 


Some of the Chinese gunners devoted 


their attention specially to the Nauiwa, 
the vessel that sunk the Chinese trans- 
port KowShing, and succeeded in set- 
ting her ou fire, hut the officers did not 
nee her sink. At 5 o'clock the five Jap 
anese shipf still engaged in the fighl 
turned and fled. The Chinese pursuec 
but failed to overtake them. 
In rhe morning of the following day 


a Japanese flotilla returned and tor- 
pedoed th« stranded Chinese ships. 


The Japanese losses are uncertain. 


Nobody was able to see the whole ao 
tion, but from a comparison of the tes 
timony it seems certain that four Jap 
»n«se ships were 'destroyed and th< 
remainder of the fleet badly maimed.

.argo, with macy sales from stocks and 
orders for quuick delivery aud other in- 
lications that replenishment of stocks 
is not yet completed. 


In textile fabrics there has been a dis-

By contact 
with the dynamo your hammer has been 
magnetized and will pick up bits of 
iron or steel that aro not too heavy for 
its strength.

perate stead 


In the faattle that followed they were 


defeated, .and thesnmllfraction of them 
that remained, unkilled pnt to flight 
The horses, shut in by the steep moun- 
tains on the one side and the steep river 
bluff on the, other, had to be left behind. 


When the .battle had closed, the sol 


diers ol tbew.oluutoers (for only a part 
were regulars) made a rush for the 
horses, bntilieyi could not lay hands on 
one of then ,or .approach them. 


And now -for: the. first time it was no- 


ticed that tiyay .were .under a boy herder. 
The boy was amarmed, entirely naked 
and as red as.copper.

.npon wooden or metal molds. These at 
filled with vret clay, which dries, i 
then touched up, dippcxl ill molteu glnzc 
and rllowed to cool. An average work 
man can make a hundred gods in n day 
The clay used is kaolin mid is sb»de< 
from red and gray to white and cost 
about a cent a pound. A good jnssinnkc 
cau earn from 20 to 40 cents a day 
while au imago costs to make on a 
average about 8 cents. Natives pay 
ccuts for them; foreigners, §5. Josse 
cau bo made in all colors, opaque, tranr 
parent or colorless. The most effectiv 
work is inado by painting tho clay wit: 
thick white paint and then dipping i 
iu the glaze. Chinese curio dealers ar 
very fond of antiquo josses, as they ca. 
be planted and dug tip to order froiiu th 
time of Confucius to the present dn> 
Tho most populur is the "black joss. 
This is made by painting a kaolin ca 
with paint made of tar, bitumen, shell 
or varnish, wrapping it in paper an 
then firing it in a furnace. Iu this wa 
any shade of bh'.ck cau be obtained, an 
the color bor...i through, as can 1 
proved by breaking. 


Tho josses carved from wood and co 


ored with gaudy colors are often voi 
ancient. Tho prices vary from a f 
cents to $500 or more, according to tl 
size, workmanship and amount of decc 
rations. Theyrangein sizefroman iuc 
to 10 or 12 feet. In the larger sizes th 
carving" is of a superior quality and th 
coloring admirable. Josses carved or 
of stouo are rare and expensive. Tho; 
made of jade, pale green or light blu 
fetch marvelous prices, while whit 
yellow or brown are almost as expen- 
sive. Oue of these, belouging to Lin, 
the ex-governor of Formosa, is about 8 
inches high and is valued at §10,000. It 
is said to be 1,500 years old. In Fuchan 
they make josses out of stealite and 
selinito of various colors. The stouo is 
so soft that the manufacturer, by rub- 
biug tho newly ruado images with saud, 
cau produce a most deceptive antiquo 
appearance.—New York World.

He will 
take the poison fever in a mild form, 
but will henceforth havo a charmed im- 
munity from the venom of the most 
deadly serpent There is great call for 
Dr. Calmette's preparation in India,

solf with snake poison. 
JETo captured 


some lively yotmg rattlers, jnst hatched, 
and when they wore about two weeks 
old—5^ inches long—ho tormented one 
of them till it bit him. A mild form ot 
snako poifiouiug resulted. He will cartEo 


iself to bo bitten again as tho venom 
tho young snakes becomes stronger, 


thus discovering whether one can he 
poisoned by enako bite more than onca 


Tlie American Desert.

oits to break the f one of the ley -winds 
in winter, the scorching son in summer. 
For a little time In spring u*taro smiles, 
and the whole tract is glorious with 
waving gross. 
Then the real estate 


agent gets in his work and sells aores 
and acres of it to the farmer, who re- 
moves . thither only to find himself 
ruined. His money is all goue, and his 
crops dry tip. 
Broken spirited, al- 


most destitute, be and his family turn 
their faces eastward again. This season 
tho sad story has been repeated thou- 
sands of times. Parts of western Kansas 
and Nebraska are becoming almost de- 
populated. 


Yet this same country can be made a 


smiling garden. When the ground is ir- 
rigated, when trees ore planted plenti- 
fully and are large enough to break tho 
force of the fierce Manitoba blasts, then 
there will lie happy, prosperous homea 
through this part of the American desert. 


Winter Blossoms. 


In a delightful paper John Habberton 


speaks of his winter bulb garden, for 
which he annually prepares about this 
time of year. He moved out of the city 
and into tho country partly that he 
might have windows on all four sides oJ 
his house. It is reason enough for mov- 
ing into the country. 


Having the house in tho country, with 


its windows, Habberton proceeded to fill 
such aa were not needed for ventilation 
with Holland bulbs. He birys unnamed 
mixtures of the bnlbs at $3 to $3 a hun- 
dred. It is well to give the orders for 
them early in the snnimer, or even iu 
the late spring. In September he begins 
to plant One set sprouts up green, 
buds, blossoms, fills the house with per- 
fume and dies down. By that time an- 
other set is bursting into bloom, and 
tho old ones are laid aside to rest. A 
third cf tho stock is planted in Septem- 
ber, another third at Thanksgiving and 
the last at the beginning of the year, 


Tho culture of tho bulbs is ridiculous- 


ly easy. Thoy need ouly to bo potted in 
good soil and watered plentifully after- 
ward. Then put them iu "the darkest, 
coolest comer of tho. cellar and give 
them a largo drink once a week. " When 
tho groen coue of the bnlh is about two 
inches high, bring them into tho light 
and keep them in a cool place, where 
theio is no danger of clieir being chilled 
or frozen. Tho flowers from each plant- 
iug will last six weeks, 
flabberton 


grows eloquent over the glory aud per- 
fnmo with which they fill tho humblest 
house. 


Just tho plain uaroisous, hyacinth and 


tulip give the most for the money. The 
lively author warns readers against be- 
ing bamboozled* into buying so called 
rare bulbs at extravagant pricos frein 
fashionable florists. His own particular 
favorite is a narcissus of the jonquil va- 
riety, which boars the "good old Chau- 
cerian, Spenserian name of cainporuel.'' 
One bulb sometimes sends up as many 
as six blossoms, fragrant as a oaruatioii, 
and of a yellow so radiant that it fills 
tho room with glory. It is well that tha 
old foolish prejudice against yellow 
flowers is disappearing. Thoy inspire 
with cheerfulness. There is a vividness 
about thorn that is actually luminous:. 
like the sunlight itself. In this clai-1:, 
troubled world wo need all the bright- 
ness we con got, and the yellow color in 
akin to light.

A School Journejr. 


Dr. 3. M. Bice, the terror of ekrallesa 


and slumping public school feaohers, 
has a delightful papor in The Forum de- 
scribing a journey mode for instruction 
by teachers and pupils of the gramma} 
and high schools of Anderson, Ind. 


Out of this journey great results may 


grow. It was putting into practice to 
some extant the German idea of stu- 
dents' travel lessons. 
It has been long 


known there that nothing is more 
profitable to a pupil than to break off 
the course of book learning und make 
trips Jor instruction in various localities. 
Tbis could ba dona in a small way al- 
most any Saturday by tho pnpils of a 
neighborhood school. 
In every school 


district there ore historic spots, factories, 
mills or mines where pupils, superin- 
tended by their teachers, could get ob- 
ject lessons that would be of value to 
them a lifetime. 


The number that took tho Anderson 


outing was 78 all told. The president 
of the board of education, the higl: 
schoos principal and tho city school su- 
perintendent went along. The journey 
occupied a week and covered 1,800 
miles. The first point made was tho 
capital of the children's own state—In- 
dianapolis. Thence they journeyed to 
Cincinnati and saw its great bridges 
across the Ohio audits steamboats. Few 
of tho pupils had seen a steamboat. 


After that they followed the railroad 


route to Eiohmond, to Old Point Com- 
fort, Norfolk, and up the Chesapeake 
bay and Potomac river to Washington, 
thence home again. Not 20 miles of 
this region bet had intense interest for 
the eager young minds. 
Either the 


landscape was ono of surpassing beauty 
or historic memories hovered about the 
stopping places. Suoh terms were made 
with tho railroads thai tho trip only cost 
the fine young travelers $30 apiece. 


There were some slight drawbacks to 


the perfect results. One of the most se- 
rious was that tho teachers themselves 
did not know so much 'as they onght to 
have done about tho places visited,, 
That, however, is a drawback which 
will quickly be corrected if snch school 
journeys become the fashion. It is to be 
devoutly hoped they will. Let us have 
more of them. This is the true way to 
learn. In it are health, happiness and 
the cultivation of both memory and ob- 
servation. So Darwin learned; BO tlio 
Greek philosophers taught their beauti- 
ful pnpils. 


An Autumn Arbor Day. 


Spring arbor clays are devoted to the 


fostering of the tree planting sentiment 
iu public. Avenues of beautiful trees, 
shaded parks and scboolhouso yards are 
some of tho results of the state arbor 
days. 


Bnt the home grounds of some of the 


enthusiastic arbor day observers are 
ragged and desolate looking, covered 
with weeds nud treeless. Every famiiy 
ouglit to havo an arbor day of its own 
iu tho fall. The day should bo devoted 
to the beautifying of the yard and 
grounds at homo. A real picuio ought to 
be made of it. It has been suggested 
that it might be appointed to come on 
the birthdays ot members of the family. 
It happens sumchow that the birthdays 
of a large number of peoplo come in Oc- 
tober, just the mouth for the fall picnic 
and tree planting. Dreolato spots on tho 
farm and grovmdsmight bo planted with 
hard wood young forest or frnit trees at 
tli& fall family picnio, the day closing 
with some music and literary exercises 
and tho feast which no place except tho 
country can famish. By taking care of 
tho trees set out on family arbor dav 
and following up tho improvements be- 
gun then every country place would in 
a few years become a lovely landscape 
picture. 


Bimetallism. 


The members of the German silver 


commission drew tip after tho confer- 
ence a report of the conclusions thoy 
had reached on tho subject of bimetal- 
lism. It. hou been translated into Eng- 
lish and is printed in The Eeview of 
Reviews. There are no snch exhaustive 
students anywhere as tho Germans. 
With a pationco that is almost incom- 
prehensible to an American they pore 
over facts and figures and weigh every 
shade of meaning. 


The German bimetallist committee 


consider it, proved by science, experi- 
ence nnd oven partly by the admissions 
of tha gold adherents themselves that 
the power of gold to purchase articles 
has steadily risen sinco tho extension of 
the gold standard in 1878, and that it 
must continue to rise. As for back as 
1808 German economists predicted this 
rise in gold in case it should be adopted 
as tho sole standard. A little later the 
same prediction was repeated by tho 
Frenchman Da Laveleye and the Amer- 
ican H. C. Carey. The attempt to at- 
tribute the general lowering of prices to 
other oartses thau tbo coinage system is 
'a failure for the reason that tho same 
causo existed during a period of 20 
years boforo 1S73, and there was no 
such decline. As if to put tho matter 
beyond donbt, tho report calls attention 
to tho fact that industrial development 
is now especially strong in countries 
having tho silver standard, bat iu them 
there is not tha full iu prices that af- 
flicts tho gold countries. 


Somo of tho results of tlje single gold 


Htnnd.'ird are a heavier and heavier bur- 
den fulling on thy debtor iu favor of the 
croditor,:u:d a social bitterness between 
employer mid employed. Tho report 
lays it down aa a br.sio principle that 
the creditor h:is as good a right to bear 
part of the loss arising from the en- 
hancing value of gold as the debtor has. 
A final result of tho increasing disa- 
bility of tho debtor class will bo that 
they will bo unable to meet their obli- 
gations, and creditor as woll as debtor 
will bo ruined. 


For their own sakes, therefore, tho 


German commission recommend tho 
creditor class to aid in tho agitation for 
international bimetallism. The demone- 
tization of silver first nffeots tho agri- 
cultural class, so that they arc unable to 
pnrchaso supplies. This iu turn works 
injury to the mauufaturing element It 
finally involves tho capitalist and pulls 
tho whole financial fabric down, upon

Nothing but a restoration by all the 


aations—not by one or two aloue, but 
all—will restore prosperity, 
If that 


were doue, "tho persistent full of gen 
eral prices would coaso, tho prices of all 
products would again be determined in 
anorroalway, audagrioulturoaud other 
industries would flourish ane'.v." It was 
the demonetization of silver t kit caused 
the anti-Jewish outbreak in Germany. 
The Jews are the creditor class, and 
against them was vented tho bitterness 
of those who suffered from industrial 
decline. With the remone izntion of sil- 
vjar and the consequent lovival iu ma- 
terial prosperity auarchiism, socialism 
and tho bitterness of hate that now is 
.directed toward millionaires and the 
capitalist class would cease to have any 
significance. 


Finally that a fixity in tho relative 


values of gold and silver can bo brought 
about and maintained by international 
agreement and legislation is proved by 
tho fact that for 70 years, from 1303 to 
1878, such fixity did prevail. Bimetallic 
mintage at the rate of !»'-;; to 1 existed 
in Franco during nil thnt period. What 
has been doue caii bo dojio again. 


In the history of civilized nations 


there is nothing more shomaful than 
the armor plate frauds of which the 
Oarnegio company have been guilty.

SCENES IN NAPLES. 


Somo of tlic Incidents of th« Street E.ife of 


the Neapolitans. 


The commonest people of Naples sel- 


dom buy anything from the stores or 
shops, but patronize peddlers and street 
hawkers almos^exclusively. At the port- 
able kitchen booths a bill of fare is of- 
fered to the hungry wayfarer that is 
laughingly reasonable in price and 
varied iu kind. Besides the ever present 
macaroni the principal articles of food 
are tho frutti di mare, "sea fruits," ia- 
chicling mussels, polypi and sea spiders, 
all regarded as most tempting delicacies 
by the ever hungry lazzarouie. 


Then thero are roasted fishes of all 


kinds, maize 
du.mpliugs, so called 


epighe, and.-, finally the national meat 
food, called bracciuole, which is really a 
dumpling or cuke made of lamb moat 
and lord. Snail soup is another delicacy 
as well as cheese with bacon (1» pizza). 
Like all southerners, the Neapolitans 
show a marked fondness for sweets of 
all kinds, and they wonld bo quite lost 
without their portion of struffoli, a 
rather tough cake made principally of 
houoy. Then nothing appeals to the laz- 
zaroiii appetite so insidiously as the fa- 
mous Easter cake of Cassatello, which 
is sprinkled most temptingly with fluid 
pork fat, and iu which whole eggs are 
baked, shell and all, a questionable 
dainty to uneducated palates. 


The laz/aroui women aro seldom 


beautiful and generally not even pretty. 
They are usuiilly poorly built, with 
swarthy complexions and irregular fea- 
tures. Now and then ono finds a Instrons i 
pair of oyes of great beauty, but rarely. 
Tbo Neapolitan women are not to be 
compared witli tho women of tho coun- 
try as seen in Home and in tbo Ca.m- 
pagua, whose trim figures, graceful 
movements and frequently charmingly 
fascinating faces so often greet the eye 
of the traveler. Their fullness of form, 
proud bearing and fine profiles are all 
conspicuously absent in the wives of the 
Inzzaroni. And how could it well be 
otherwise? Arc thuy not "beasts of bur- 
den" for "beasts of burden!" Are tho 
facchini, by reason of their occupation, 
much more thau this?—Home and Coun- 
try.

posure as ranch in cr»e place as an- 
other," says a Maine brush handler, 
"hut that is not true. Exposure to 
the weatber injures paint but very 
little. It is the sunlight that does the 
business, though of course the winds 
and rains assist it. Wherever the 
sun's rays strike a painted surface in 
the middle of the cfay, the life of the 
paint is very soon destroyed, and it 
crumbles away. We house painters 
always find the south. Bide oi a build- 
ing in the worst condition, and the 
north side the least worn. The west 
side, receiving as it does the force of 
the dry winds, is always more worn 
than the east side. Another point 
may be worth your readers' knowing. 
Frequently inexperienced persons are 
sold old lead by the dealers—or that 
in which the oil has 'fatted.' When 
they try to use it, It will run or trickle 
down the walls. They don't know 
what ails it and generally dout know 
what to do with it. They should 
avoid getting such stock, but if they 
do get it, if they will add a little ker- 
osene instead of linseed oil, they will 
find it works very well."—Lewistsn 
Journal.

It u from its odor that the smelt de- 


rives not only its familiar but Latin 
name, an odor so aggrefibive of sliced 
cucumbets that, if ils presence be mani- 
fest only to (he sense of smell, people 
arc often deluded into such supposition. 
This odor is not marked except in tlie 
freshly cnnf.Iit fish and disappears in 
the cooking, giving place, however, to a 
fitting resurrection of the smelt to an 
olfactory sense still more savory und de- 
lightful —Market Iteviow. 


3falian on Battleships. 


Captain Mahan was asked some 


questions by an Englishman about 
the battleship of the future, and this 
was his answer: ''Military superior- 
ity in warfare depends upon heavy 
blows struck' at the enemy's organ- 
ized fighting force. Such blows must 
be struck by massed forces, the units 
of which should be under tne unity 
of command essential to success. Tlie 
same aggregate of force in two or 
three different vessels will rarely be 
equal to that concentrated in one, be- 
cause of the difficulty of insuring mu- 
tual suppoit. Thismeans heavy ves- 
sels or battleships. Of course, like 
all other statements i his means limi- 
tation. The size of vessels is condi- 
tioned not only by construction* con- 
siderations, but by the fact that you 
need to scatter at times as well as 
concentrate. This involves the neces- 
sity of dividing yon;; force into sev- 
eral vessels, because a, ship once built 
cannot be dividec. Between the two 
horns of the dilemma you must strike 
a mean, but always,a battleship."
